BACK TO BUSINESS - GRANT PROGRAM

Introduction

The City of Murrieta is proud to announce the second round of our Back to
Business Grant Program. As small businesses are the backbone of our economy,
and in order to promote their continued success, the City is utilizing Community
Development Block Grant (CDBG) funding to establish a $250,000 grant
program. These funds are intended to assist small businesses that are in peril
with funding to keep them open and assist them in retaining their staff and
maintaining their lease payments.

Structure

Grants will be made available in $10,000 increments to businesses with 15 or
fewer employees (not including the owner/s). All funds will be offered on a first
come, first served basis, and pre-applications will be closed to submittals after
the initial funding round has been completed. Businesses with special
circumstances may be allowed to request additional funding, after completion of
their application and a review of their specific situation.

Eligibility Guidelines
In order to apply, all conditions must be satisfied:

« Pre-application must be submitted to the City of Murrieta through our web
portal and reviewed in advance.

« Must be a for-profit business that is physically located in the City of Murrieta.

« Business must have an existing City of Murrieta Business License and be in
good standing.

« Business must have 15 or fewer employees (sole proprietors are permitted to
apply).

« The majority of staff must live in a household with low to moderate income
levels, as described in the application.

« The business must be able to show a need for funding in order to stay in
business, maintain their lease payments, or to retain their staff.

« Proof of use of funds will be required, showing that they were used to hire new
staff or retain existing staff, or maintain their businesses lease payments.

« CDBG funding maintains certain laws and standards that must be met in order
to qualify. These regulations will be explained during the full application
process.

« Funds for this program are extremely limited and acceptance of pre-
applications will be suspended once 25 have been submitted. If additional
funding is made available, the program may be restarted at any time.

« Business must have a commercial storefront (no home based businesses can

apply).
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Pre-Application

The first step in applying for a Back to Business Grant will be to complete the
pre-application form and submit for the City of Murrieta’s initial qualification
review. The pre-application form can be found on the City of Murrieta’s website at
www.MurrietaCA.gov/businessgrants. The Pre-Application will not be available
until October 15 at 10 a.m. Pre-Applications will be accepted until the minimum
number of qualified applicants are received and then the process will be closed to
further submittals. All submittals will be viewed on a first come, first served basis.

Application Package

Once the pre-application has been reviewed, the applicant will be asked to
complete the full application package and submit all necessary documents,
including:

« Back to Business Application Document

« Income Certification Documents for each employee or for owner if a sole
proprietor with no staff.

« City of Murrieta Business License

« Official Identification — Such as a California Driver’s License, State ID or
Passport

o W-9 Form

« 2 Years of most recent Tax Returns

« 2 Months recent bank statements showing immediate financial need

« Copy of Lease Agreement or proof of property ownership for business located
in Murrieta
